Each summer I have an extraord inary group of college 
students, mainly from Oklahoma, serve as interns in my 
office. This summer I will have twenty, in two shifts of 
ten each. They were selected from among over four 
hundred applicants. These interns are assigned 
substantive staff work and research projects for me.
